Yeggmen Then Put Victims 


In the Town Lockup 


BLOW POSTOFFICE 
SAFE 


Woman Awakened by Noise of Ex- 


plosion Calls Up Telephone Oper- 
ator, Who Sounds . Fire Alarhi— 


Scores of Citizens Join In Pursuit 


of Fleeing Desperadoes and Track 


Them to Weeds 


Speircer. 
Mass., Jan. 11.— Flva 


robbers, armed and masked, held up 
two town policemen at (he point of 
revolvers, and after beating them Into 
Insensibility and locking them In cells 
In the police station, blew open the 
postofllce safe. 


The yeggmen escaped to the South 


Spencer woods, taking with them 
about $30 in stamps and money. They 
ovelooked a large sum of money In one 
of the strong boxes. 


The raid on the postofllce was one 


of the most sensational acts of des- 
peradoes in the hlsto'ry of the state. 
That it was carefully planned Is the 
opinion of the town officials and Post- 
master Tripp. 


Town Officers Morton and Collette 


were standing in front of town hall 
about 2:'.W o'clock In 
the 
morning 


when live men, armed and masked, 
suddenly jumped out of a doorway and 
commanded them to throw up their 
hands. 


Although five revolvers were levelled 


at their heads, the officers attempted 
to draw their own guns. 
Before they 


had an opportunity of doing this, 
however, the five men leaped at theni 
and pummeled them with the butts of 
their revolvers. 
As a result the offi- 


cers were stretched on the snow un- 
conscious. 


Then the robbers, who had previ- 


ously obtained a key to the main door 
of the town hall, carried the police- 
men into the station and put them In 
separate cells, locking the steel doors 
as they departed. 


From the town hall the yeggmen 


went directly to the postoflice a few 
blocks away. 
Entrance was gained 


to the building by forcing open the 
front door with a chisel. 


Three holes were then bored In the 


safe and the doors blown open by a 
charge of nltro-glycerlne. 
The man- 


ner in which the 
men went 
about 


drilling the safe leaves no doubt bu' 
that they were experienced safeblow- 
ers. 


The roar made by the explosion 


awok*> Mrs. \\alter Haynes, who lives 
In the. rear of the postofflce. 
She 


telephoned an alarm to the central 
office of the telephone company, and 
from there a general fire alarm was 
turned In. 


The pealing of the fire bells and the 


tooting of whistles alarmed the rob- 
bers, who fled hastily from the build- 
ing. 
They took with them ?30 In 


money and stamps which they found 
in a small cash box In the safe. 


From Spencer the robbers ' made 


their way toward South Spencer, tak- 
ing the main highway. Several farm- 
ers along the route heard the men as 
they dashed by and fired at them. 


At South Spencer the robbers made 


•a short cut toward the woods by cross- 
ing the land of Harry L. Lyford, a 
town constable. Lyford was awakened 
to see the men running across his 
land. He got his revolver, and dash- 
Ing from the house, fired at the fugi- 
tives. 
Owing to the darkness none of 


the five shots reached their marks. 


When 
fired 
upon, 
the robbers 


dropped to the snow, 
and from 
a 


crouching position returned the fire. 
Lyford escaped 
being hit by 
Uie 


fusillade of shots. 


In the meantime the fire alarm had 


called out scores of citizens. A posse 
was quickly formed, and the fugi- 
tives were trailed by the tracks In the 
snow to the South Spencer woods. 


The Imprisoned officers were not 


found until an hour and a quarter af- 
ter they had been held up. Two men, 
passing by the town hall, noticed the 
main door open. They communicated 
their Information to one or the select- 
men, 
who found the officers locked In 


cells. 


Both officers were very weak from 


the terrific beating they had received, 
but nevertheless were able to give 
much valuable Information as to the 
general appearances of the men.

FROM WILSON 


Hove to Have Service In 


Interior Department 


FAR WESTERN SENTIMENT 


Proposed Legislation Will Be Resist- 


ed by Pinchot as Private Citizen and 
Entire Forest 
Service—One 
Step 


Toward Transfer Already Taken by 
Balllnger, Who Controls Forests In 
the Indian Reservations 


Washington, Jan. 11.— The next 


move of tho anti-conservationists will 
be to try to have the forest service 
taken from the department of agricul- 
ture and transferred back to the de- 
partment of the Interior. 
This would 


tr ke the service away from Secretary 
Wilson and give It to Secretary lial- 
llnger. 


In certain sections of the far west 


there has always, been opposition to 
the agricultural department adminis- 
tering the national forests. 
The as- 


sertion has been made from time to 
time that this opposition came direct- 
ly from the opponents of the Pinchot 
forest policy. Whether any progress 
can be made with 'this movement to 
have congress transfer the service to 
the department of the interior remains 
to he seen. 


Former Forester Pinchot as a pri- 


vate citizen will oppose the proposed 
change strenuously. 
The entire for- 


est service, If consulted by congress, 
will advise that the change be not 
made. 
The Interior department orig- 


inally administered the forests. 
On 


the theory that the management of 
land, not of forests, was the chief 
thing, the law of June 4, 1897. gave 
over the forests and provided that 
their surveying, mapping and general 
classification should be done by the 
United States geological survey and 
the execution of administrative work 
by the general land office. 


In a' little while the necessity of 


consolidating the various branches of 
government forest work became' ail- 
parent, and finally, the act of Feb. 1, 
*905, transferred to the secretary'of 
agriculture entire jurisdiction over the 
national forests, except, In matters of 
surveying the passage of the title. 


The interior 
department 
officials 


have never been quite satisfied with 
this transfer. 
They have insisted 


from'time to time.that the administra- 
tion of the forests on tlje, public do- 
main was so iulim'ately ' asslJBIaled 
with the administration of the :publlc 
land, that the whole business should 
be under the Interior department. 


About three years ago the forests In 


Indian reservations were transferred 
from the bureau of 
Indian 
affairs, 


which is under the Interior depart- 
ment, to the forest service. 
One of 


the lirst acts of Balllnger after he be- 
came secretary "of the interior was to 
declare that this transfer was Illegal, 
He insisted that ,the forests on In- 
dian reservations be transferred back 
to the interior department, and this 
was done.

Quality of Butler. 


The quality of butter depends to n 


great degree upon the food and drink 
of the cow. 
She should hare clean, 


pure water and wholesome food. Much 
care should be taken In the selection 
of tho ration. The individual cow has 
much to do In this regard. ButHWltb.,' 
respect to the part that is played in 
handling tho product of the cow too 
much carelessness Is evident in the 
processes of buttcrmaking. . After 
churning Is finished the butter and 
mlik mixture should remain quiet for 
about ton minutes In order to iet the 
butter come to the surface. A cup of 
cold water will hasten the process. 
An old recipe says: The butter should 
thoji be carefully skimmed off Into a 
wooden bowl half full of water. 
The 


water should be repeatedly changed 
until it shows no indication of mijkl- 
ness. It is Important that the 'butter 
should not be pressed or ivorkeUjdun 
ing the process of removing the :in|l£ 
from thu butter. After this the'bjitteif 
may be pressed into a mass arid-salt 
to the extent of one-fortieth its weight 
worked into it.
